Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-31 and 34-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the package 
of independent claim 1 defines over the prior art of record because the prior art does not 
teach, suggest, nor render obvious top and bottom opposing flexible chamber sheets 
sealed together in a selected chamber seal zone to define a watertight chamber portion 
that is capable of containing the product; and a hollow frame circumscribing the 
chamber portion and adapted to support the chamber portion when the frame is inflated. 

The process of packaging of independent claim 23 defines over the prior art of 
record because the prior art does not teach, suggest, nor render obvious providing a 
base web comprising a flexible sheet material; placing a product on the base web; 
positioning over the product a lid web comprising a flexible sheet material; sealing the 
lid web to the base web at a selected chamber seal zone to form a watertight chamber 
portion enclosing the product; and sealing the lid web to the base web at one or more 
selected frame seal zones to form a hollow frame circumscribing the chamber portion 
and adapted to support the chamber portion when the frame is inflated.
